BOCA RATON - National lec- 
turer tutd ass.issm.it i<m expert Mark 
Lane inspired an applauding au- 
dience til Florida Atlantic University 
last night to join nationwide pressure 
groups in callig for a reexamination 
nf the assissination of President John 
K. Kennedy. 

Lane pave a four-hour lecture and 
film presentation to the near 
slanJing-room-omy crowd. The au- 
dience lengthily applauded Lane's 
proposal to form an action group 
locally of the "Oli/eiis Commission 
of I nijiiirv. " Based in Washington, 
D C., the group has swung the sup- 
port of III Congressmen into calling 
for a reopening of the Warren 
Commission's findings. 

He outlined the wounds and lime 


sequence during which the J5th presi- 
dent of the United States and Texas 
(lov. John Connerly were struck 
down. His statements, backed hy 
testimony contained in the Warren 
Commission and by interviews with 
witness, s, claimed a minimum of 
five shots were fired at the presiden- 
tial automobile. 

"The Warren Commission claims 
there was one assassin and one 
virtually undamaged bullet created 
the devastating wounds." said Lane. 
He described the intricate path, 
pauses and change of direction re- 
quired for such a single "wonder 
bullet" lo fit the Warrcrn 
Commission's content ion. 

He earlier described Leo Harvey 
Oswald's role as a Federal Bureau of 
Investigation operator and Jack 
Ruby as a "lieutenant in organized 
crime also working for the FBI." 

Lane cited instances of testimony 


being edited to fit a format which 
could be presented palatably to the 
public, the suppression of evidence 
and secrecy surrounding many areas 
of the investigation. 

■ "Tim FBI had seven special 
.agents interrogating Oswald." Lane 
contended. "They told the Warren 
( omtmsston they had forgotten to use 
a tape recorder, order a steno- 
grapher. or even lake field notes of 
that interrogation. " 

Lane, showing enlargements and 
slew-motion sections of the Zapruder 
film, said there could be no doubt 
President Kennedy was shot from the 
front and from behind. He said a 
recent CBS television special by Dan 
Rather which showed the same film 
sequences and had it examined by 
computer ftlm-analyststs bad failed 
to state the analvststs were "in- 
house" specialists working for the 
CIA 
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
